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INTRODUCTION 


This volume concludes the series of descriptions for the manuscripts of 
the Fundo Alcobaga held on microfilm at the Hill Monastic Manuscript Library. 
Unlike the first two volumes, it is the product of the joint efforts of Jonathan 
Black, responsible for descriptions of Codices 302-340, 342-352, 408-456 and 
the four manuscripts from the Museu Nacional de Arte Antiqua, and Thomas 
L. Amos, responsible for Codices 341, 352-407 and the three former Alcobaga 
manuscripts now in the British Library. Jonathan Black wrote the Introduction 
to this volume and selected its plates, while the cumulative indices, which cover 
material from all three volumes, were prepared by Thomas L. Amos. 


In this third volume of the Portuguese Libraries series, the remaining 
manuscripts of the fundo Alcobaga in the Biblioteca Nacional at Lisbon are 
described together with three former Alcobaga manuscripts now in the British 
Library (Appendix) and four sixteenth-century manuscripts from the Museu 
Nacional de Arte Antiga (pp. 513-531). As the modern shelfmarks of the 
Alcobaga manuscripts are based neither on the dates of the manuscripts nor on 
their contents, the manuscripts that constitute the final third of the collection 
reflect the diversity of the collection as a whole. Many of the manuscripts 
covered in this volume date from the first decades after the library and 
scriptorium were established at Alcobaga in the second half of the twelfth 
century; others were written as late as 1790, half a century before the 
suppression of the monastery in 1834. The content of these manuscripts range 
from Scriptures and Latin Patristic texts to accounts of Portuguese expansion in 
Africa, Asia, and Brazil. 

The modern manuscripts are, to some extent, set apart from the 
medieval manuscripts. The first twenty-nine manuscripts described in this 
volume (Codices Alcobacenses 302-330) were written between the sixteenth 
and eighteenth centuries; they are written on paper, and most are in 
Portuguese. Together with Codices 287-301, described in the second volume, 
they form the second largest block of modern manuscripts in the fundo 
Alcobaga. Codices 388-395 constitute another block of modern manuscripts. 
Codices 331-387 and 396-456 are all medieval manuscripts, made out of 
parchment and, for the most part, written in Latin. 

The present overview of the manuscripts in this third volume will 
provide a summary of the various genres represented by the works in Codices 
302-456. Certain manuscripts within the individual genres will be singled out, 
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as they shed light on the scriptorium at Alcobaga and on Alcoba^a’s role in the 
major historical developments of the Middle Ages and in the territorial 
expansion of Portugal. 

It will be seen that most of the notable manuscripts covered in this 
volume illustrate aspects of the Alcobaga collection that have already been 
observed in the preceding volumes: they illustrate either the influence of 
Clairvaux in the formation of the Alcobaga’s library and scriptorium or the 
modern expansion of the collection with autographs, particularly from the 
seventeenth and eighteenth centuries. Few manuscripts in this final third of the 
fundo Alcobaqa were produced in the intervening centuries, i.e. in the late 
Middle Ages or in the humanist period. The paucity of late Gothic manuscripts 
in the Alcobaga collection, however, is offset by the presence of such 
manuscripts in the second collection presented in this volume: the Museu 
Nacional de Arte Antiga. This introduction will conclude with a discussion of 
the manuscripts from that collection. 

Fundo Alcobaqa: Codices 302-456 

Three of the four bibles in the fundo Alcobaqa are included in the part 
of the collection covered by the present volume: a five-volume Vulgate from 
the late twelfth century (Codices 427-431), a four-volume Vulgate from the 
thirteenth century (Codices 396-399), and a single-volume Vulgate from the 
late thirteenth century (Cod. 455). Cod. Ale. 455 has a historiated initial for 
each scriptural book and Psalter division; the multiple-volume bibles have large 
decorated initials, though many of the initials in Codices 427-431 were excised 
sometime before the publication of the Index in 1775. The unusual order of 
scriptural books in the multiple-volume bibles is particularly interesting, and it 
raises questions regarding their usage. The fact that the Book of Psalms is not 
included in Codices 427-431 may be an indication that this five-volume Vulgate 
was intended to be used in conjuction with a choral (ferial) psalter. 

Patristic and medieval commentaries on Scriptures are found in one 
fifth of the 155 Alcobaqa manuscripts described in the present volume. In 
addition to these commentaries, there are several tools for the study of 
Scriptures: the scriptural word-concordance, probably compiled by Hugh of St. 
Cher (Cod. 439); scriptural glossaries of Garnier de Rochford and Peter the 
Chanter (Cod. 410); interpretations of Hebrew names by Jerome (Cod. 426) 
and Stephen Langton (Cod. 455); the Gospel Harmony of Zacharias 
Crisopolitanus (Cod. 407); and the Historia Scholastica of Peter Comestor 
(Codices 339-340). 

Homiliaries and collections of homilies or sermons are found in 
eighteen manuscripts. The collections of single authors include Origen’s 
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Homilies on the Old Testament (Cod. 360), Augustine’s De verbis domini et 
apostoli (Cod. 347), John Chrysostom’s Homilies on Hebrews (Cod. 348), the 
sermons of Leo the Great (Cod. 372), and the sermons of Bernard of Clairvaux 
for the liturgical year (Cod. 358) and on the Song of Songs (Cod. 357). Codices 
412-414 and 441-445 are major collections of homilies in the tradition of the 
Carolingian homiliaries. 1 These two collections contain multiple sermons, 
Epistle homilies, and Gospel homilies for the individual saints’ days and 
Sundays in the liturgical year — a total of 624 homilies, sermons, and vitae in the 
eight manuscripts. Finally, there is a complete copy of the Cistercian Homiliary 
(Office lectionary) in three volumes (Codices 432-434) and an additional copy 
of the first volume alone (Cod. 411). 

The other Cistercian liturgical manuscripts include a thirteenth-century 
missal (Cod. 361), a seventeenth-century ceremonial (Cod. 307), and two choral 
books: a fifteenth-century ferial psalter (Codices 437-438) and a 
seventeenth-century book containing the Office of the Dead and the 
Veneration of the Cross (Cod. 456). Fragments of a Cistercian gradual and an 
antiphonary are included as pastedowns for Codices 343, 410, 450, and 453. 

The twelfth-century Cistercian legendarium in Codices 418-422 has 
been the subject of a recent article by Francis Dolbeau, who demonstrates the 
dependence of this five-volume set on a model from Clairvaux. 2 Another 
notable feature in this legendarium is the exclusion of the Nicholas and Maurus 
vitae, which must have been in the model of the legendarium since the index of 
the legendarium refers to them. These two vitae are included in one of the 
other hagiographical collections at Alcobaga: the collection that was apparently 
compiled by Valerius of Bierzo and is found in Cod. Ale. 454, also from the late 
twelfth century. The complementary nature of Codices 418-422 and Cod. 454 is 
seemingly an instance of economy on the part of the twelfth-century Alcobasa 
scribes who sought to eliminate the doublets that would have occured had they 
followed their two models entirely. 3 The model of Cod. 454, however, is not 
known to have included the vitae for Nicholas and Maurus: the two vitae appear 
in none of the other known manuscripts containing the collection of Valerius of 
Bierzo. 4 Moreover, another saint’s life, the Vita Hilarii, was included in the 
legendarium even though it too appears in Cod. Ale. 454. 5 There is, in fact, no 
clear evidence that Codices 418-422 were written after Cod. 454 and that the 
Maurus and Nicholas vitae were excluded from the legendarium as a result of 
their earlier presence in Cod. 454. It is quite possible that Codices 418-422 and 
Cod. 454 were contemporaneous and that the two vitae in question were simply 
transferred from the legendarium to the Valerius collection when the two 
collections were being copied. Even if we cannot determine the actual reason 
for the suppression of the two vitae in the legendarium, we are nevertheless 
presented with interesting examples of the manner in which the scribes at 
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Alcobasa modified their models during the formative period of the scriptorium 
and library at Alcobasa. 

Another hagiographical collection offers further insights into the 
transmission of texts at Alcobasa in the late twelfth century. Cod. Ale. 334 is a 
twelfth-century manuscript containing a series of standard vitae for St. Martin, 
followed by a recension of the Liber sancti Jacobi. The latter work is best 
known through the celebrated Codex Calixtinus at Santiago de Compostela, 
written shortly before the Alcobasa manuscript. 6 Among the extant 
manuscripts of the Liber sancti Jacobi, Cod. Ale. 334 is particularly close to the 
Codex Calixtinus. The liturgical music of the Codex Calixtinus is omitted, but 
the hagiographical texts, the Historia Pseudo-Turpini, and the pilgrim’s guide 
are retained, and although the texts have been reordered by the compiler of the 
Alcobasa manuscript, the table of contents reflects the original order as it 
appears in the Codex Calixtinus. As there is no consensus on the origin of Cod. 
Ale. 334, it is not known whether this manuscript was written outside Alcobasa 
and then brought there or whether the Codex Calixtinus (or the model of the 
Santiago de Compostella manuscript) was brought to Alcobasa and copied 
there during the formative years of the scriptorium. 

The fundo Alcobaqa includes important copies of two other major 
works in the general area of hagiography. Codices 447-449 contain one of the 
few extant copies of Bernard Guy’s complete Speculum Sanctorale and his other 
works, some of which have been redacted by Peter of Narbonne. Codices 
451-453 contain Ludolf of Saxony’s Vita Christi, translated into Portuguese by 
Bernardo d’ Alcobasa. This fifteenth-century manuscript of the Vita Christi was 
apparently used as the basis for the edition of 1495, the earliest known book 
printed in Portuguese. 7 

Three twelfth-century liturgical commentaries are included in the part 
of Ac fundo Alcobaqa covered by the present volume: the Expositio Hymnorum 
of Hilary the English (Cod. 342); the Summa de ecclesiasticis officiis of John 
Beleth (Cod. 450); and the Expositio Missae of Herveus of D6ols (Cod. 359). 
The Beleth manuscript is another example of Alcobasa’s dependence on 
Clairvaux. Cod. Ale. 450, from the late twelfth or early thirteenth century, 
presents the Summa de ecclesiasticis officiis together with Baldwin of Ford’s De 
Sacramento altaris. Troyes, Bibl. mun. 404, a Clairvaux manuscript from the 
thirteenth century, includes the same two works, and the Beleth work in fact 
appears on ff. l-67v in both manuscripts. The two manuscripts must have been 
based on a common model, apparently at Clairvaux, and, whereas Troyes 404 
seems to have naturally adhered to the format of the model in terms of line 
length and page length, the Alcobasa manuscript was made to follow the 
model’s format rather artificially, through constant adjustments in the size and 
density of the script. 8 Such adjustments, however, whether they are the result of 
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an artificial adherence to the model’s format or whether they are the result of 
individual gatherings having been assigned to different scribes, are not common 
in Alcobaga manuscripts, and it might be an indication that Cod. Ale. 450, 
Troyes 404, and the common model were all written in France. Cod. Ale. 450 
does indeed serve as an indication of Alcobaga’s dependence on Clairvaux, but 
the dependence in this case seems to pertain to the library at Alcobaga, not 
necessarily to the scriptorium. 

The numerous Patristic and early medieval writings in this third part of 
the fundo Alcobaga include major works (in Latin) of Origen, John Chrysostom, 
Eusebius, Pseudo-Clement, Donatus, Jerome, Augustine, Orosius, Fulgentius, 
Gregory of Tours, Gregory the Great, Isidore, Bede, Ambrosius Autpertus, 
Hrabanus Maurus, Haymo of Auxerre, and Paschasius Radbertus. Some of the 
Patristic manuscripts are particularly noteworthy. Cod. Ale. 416 contains the 
only known Iberian copy of Augustine’s De dialectica. Cod. Ale. 332, an early 
twelfth-century copy of De civitate dei, contains Lanfranc’s notes on Augustine’s 
discussion of Plato’s Timaeus. Cod. Ale. 342 contains Rufinus’ translation of 
the Clementine Recognitiones, preceded by the letter of Anastasius 
Bibliothecarius (c. 819-879) to Guadericus, Bishop of Velletri, on Clement of 
Rome; this is the sole manuscript used in the edition of the letter. 9 Cod. Ale. 
349, the first volume of Gregory’s Moralia in Job, contains a unique version of 
the account of Taio of Sarragosa bringing the Moralia to Spain. Finally, Cod. 
Ale. 440 (the collection of Augustine’s letters) offers evidence of economy on 
the part of the Alcobaga scribes: this manuscript contains only the incipits of 
the correspondence between Augustine and Jerome, since these letters appear 
in an earlier manuscript, Cod. Ale. 335, which contains Jerome’s letters. 

Despite this tendency to avoid having the same texts in two different 
collections, the fundo Alcobaga does include multiple copies of entire works. 
Apart from the four Vulgate bibles, the two copies of the Cistercian Homiliary 
(pars hiemalis), and the two copies of the Vita Christi (vol. 4), which have 
already been mentioned, several works described in the present volume are 
duplicates of works found in the manuscripts described in the first two volumes: 
Godefridus de Babion, Enarrationes in Mattheum, 10 the Vita sancti Rudesindi, n 
Ambrosius Autpertus’ Liber de conflictu vitiorum , 12 Peter Lombard’s 
Sententiae,' 3 and the Portuguese translation of Cassian’s Institutions , u 
Furthermore, many of the pastedowns are from manuscripts that must have 
been duplicates. The economy evident in the letter collections of Jerome and 
Augustine is, in fact, sharply contrasted by Codices 432-434 (the Cistercian 
Homiliary), in which texts from the Commune sanctorum are written out in full 
for each saint, and by Codices 447-449 (Bernard Guy), in which the prefatory 
letters are repeated at the beginning of each part of the Speculum Sanctorale. 
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The remaining medieval works in the collection include theological 
works of Baldwin of Ford (Cod. 450, mentioned above), Richard of St. Victor 
(Cod. 370), and Bonaventure (Cod. 376); grammatical works of Papias and 
others (Codices 424—426); law collections (Codices 365, 371A and B, and 
381-382); encyclopedic works (Codices, 383, 426, and 446); meditations (Cod. 
387); and short accounts pertaining to the history of Portugal (Cod. 415). 

The medieval manuscripts in the present volume are written only in 
Latin and Portuguese, but in some of the Patristic works, Greek characters are 
used with interlinear transliterations. The only instances of Latin verse are 
prefatory acrostics and mnemonic verses. 

In sum, the medieval manuscripts in the present volume, as in the 
Alcoba^a collection as a whole, are distinctive neither in terms of the genres 
represented in them nor in terms of the concentration of manuscripts within 
certain genres, such as scriptural commentaries, yet they are indeed distinctive 
as evidence of the influence of Clairvaux on Alcobaga in the century following 
the founding of Alcoba^a under Bernard of Clairvaux. The origin of many of 
the twelfth- and thirteenth-century manuscripts in the fundo Alcobaqa cannot 
be conclusively determined, and it is therefore not clear whether the nucleus of 
the Alcoba^a collection consisted of manuscripts actually produced at Clairvaux 
or whether it consisted of manuscripts produced at Alcoba^a by scribes who 
were perhaps trained at Clairvaux and who used manuscripts from Clairvaux as 
models. 15 Despite these uncertainties, the manuscripts in the fundo Alcobaqa 
that have particularly close ties to extant manuscripts from Clairvaux serve as 
important evidence for the establishment of the textual transmission of the 
Patristic and medieval texts contained in them. 

****** 

The foregoing survey has identified various genres represented by the 
118 medieval manuscripts in the final third of the fundo Alcobaqa, and it has 
focussed on particular manuscripts that shed light on the background and early 
development of the library and scriptorium at Alcobaqa. The remaining 37 
Alcobaqa manuscripts, dating from the sixteenth to eighteenth centuries, 
represent various other genres and are notable for entirely different reasons. 

At least eight manuscripts contain works written by monks at Alcobaqa, 
and most of these manuscripts are autographs. Eighteenth-century descriptions 
of Alcobaqa written by Manoel dos Santos and Manoel da Rocha are included 
in Cod. Ale 307. Manoel dos Santos, who was Chronista Mor of Portugal, also 
wrote the general historical work Monorchia Lusitana, Part 8 (Cod. 302). This 
is a continuation of the work of Bernardo de Brito described in volume two. 
Manoel da Rocha, for his part, compiled a historical collection (Cod. 394) and 
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wrote an Itinerarium (Cod. 391) in addition to the description of Alcobaga. 
Antonio Soares, a sixteenth-century monk at Alcoba^a, also compiled an 
Itinerarium , including correspondences between sixteenth-century popes and 
the Patriarch of the Maronites as well as guide-book information, visitor’s 
certificates, and other collectibles (Cod. 303). Other manuscripts containing the 
works of monks at Alcoba^a are Codices 304 and 389, which contain 
seventeenth-century historical compilations of Benedicto de Sao Bernardo, and 
Codices 329 and 330. These last two manuscripts, written just before the 
publication of the Index, contain academic writings and eulogies delivered by 
the individual monks at Alcoba^a. 

Academic writings written outside Alcoba^a are also included in the 
collection. There are four manuscripts containing dissertations on Brazilian 
history, undertaken at the Brazilian Academy in the eighteenth century 
(Codices 319-321 and 393). Another work in Portuguese, of literary interest, is 
the six-volume Dictionary of Mythological Terms, compiled by Joao Barbosa de 
Araujo between 1735 and 1742. 

The remaining Portuguese manuscripts in the collection consist of 
historical works pertaining to Portugal and its territories. Chronicles of 
Portugal and Portuguese expansion, monastic annals and lists of donations, 
genealogies of Portuguese royalty and noble families, notarial documents, 
letters, and historical accounts of the Franciscans in Portugal and Jesuit 
missions are included. 

Cod. Ale. 311 is a seventeenth-century manuscript containing 
chronicles of the reigns of Pedro I, Fernando, and Joao I, written by Fernao 
Lopes and Gomes Eanes de Zurara in the fifteenth century. A second copy of 
the work of Gomes Eanes de Zurara, which describes the conquest of Ceuta, 
Morocco, during the reign of Joao I, is included in Cod. Ale. 317. Cod. Ale. 308, 
also written in the seventeenth century, contains copies of various noties and 
documents pertaining to the Portuguese holdings in Africa and Asia in the 
sixteenth century, during the reign of King Sebastiao. Portuguese holdings in 
the sixteenth century are also described in the History of India (from Da Asia), 
written by Diogo de Couto in the early seventeenth century (Cod. 318). 

Historical works from the seventeenth and eighteenth centuries include 
not only the Monarchia Lusitana 16 and the dissertations on Brazilian history 
mentioned above but also compilations pertaining to the genealogy of 
Portuguese nobility (Codices 312-316 and 328) and official documents 
concerning the beatification of Theresa and Sancha of Portugal (Codices 305, 
388, and 392). In addition to these historical works and compilations of national 
interest there are also annals and accounts, which pertain to the history of 
Cistercian monasteries in Portugal (Codices 304, 307, 309, and 310). 
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Whereas the fifteenth- and sixteenth-century chronicles in th e fundo 
Alcobaga are copies made in the following centuries, many of the seventeenth- 
and eighteenth-century writings in the collection are autographs. A note 
written by Manoel dos Santos in Cod. Ale. 302 states that the entire manuscript 
was written in his own hand, with the exception of the first gathering, which is a 
fair copy. Another autograph of Manoel dos Santos, in Cod. Ale. 307, is 
followed by the author’s preliminary notes. Cod. Ale. 304 is a collection 
compiled by Benedicto de Sao Bernardo, whose hand appears throughout the 
manuscript, interspersed with numerous texts and documents written in 
somewhat earlier hands. Cod. Ale. 310 is a collection of monastic annals 
written in two alternating hands, one of which is apparently that of the compiler, 
Antonio Brandao. These original manuscripts containing works of national 
importance written by authors and compilers from Alcobaga are a measure of 
the importance of Alcobaga in the recording of Portuguese history and in the 
codification of the history of the Cistercians and other religious orders in the 
Portuguese empire. 17 

In contrast to the medieval manuscripts of the fundo Alcobaga, which 
are too often neglected in studies regarding the transmission of texts in the 
twelfth and thirteenth centuries, many of the modern manuscripts in the 
collection have been regarded by scholars as important source material for 
studies of Portuguese history and culture. Some of the texts in these 
manuscripts are themselves products of historical scholarship, based on earlier 
manuscripts from Alcobaga or on other sources, and certain groups of 
manuscripts written in successive generations, together with the studies 
published in the last two centuries, form a continuum of scholarship on 
Portuguese history and monasticism. 18 The descriptions and indexes of the 
present volume and the two preceding volumes are intended to be a tool for 
further scholarship on Portuguese history, historiography, and monasticism; 
they are also intended to make the contents of the medieval manuscripts at 
Alcobaga more widely known, so that the information provided by the fundo 
Alcobaga regarding the transmission of Patristic and medieval texts will not be 
overlooked. 


Format of Catalogue 

As this volume is intended to be used in conjunction with the first two 
volumes of Descriptive Inventories: Portuguese Libraries, the format of the 
descriptions in the present volume follows that of the descriptions of Codices 
Alcobacenses 1-301 in volumes one and two. A few minor changes have, 
however, been implemented, primarily as a result of recent developments in the 
automated cataloguing facilites at HMML. The cataloguing database has been 
upgraded so that it not only helps with the production of the printed catalogues 
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but also permits comprehensive searches (e.g. for incipits) conducted directly at 
the computer terminals. 19 Some of the changes in the format of the descriptions 
and indexes of the present volume result from the use of the same database 
entries in the production of the printed catalogue and in the automated 
searches. 

The only changes that are potential sources of confusion for users of 
this volume in conjunction with the earlier volumes are listed here: 

1. As in the preceding volumes, salutations are not included as part of incipits 
listed in the descriptions or indexes; their presence is indicated by the 
abbreviation [Sal] before the actual incipit. 

2. In the indexes, a prologue-incipit is still followed by the text-incipit if space 
permits, but now there is also a separate entry for the text-incipit alone (and for 
any additional prologues). 

3. Angle brackets are now used for all initials or passages that have been left 
incomplete, omitted, or excised from the manuscript but supplied by the 
cataloguer. 

The remaining details of format, as described in volume one, have been 
retained. The essential information is repeated here for reference. 

The first element in each description is the heading, which includes the 
shelf-mark of the manuscript, the HMML Project number, and a general title 
for the manuscript. The second element is the codicological paragraph, and the 
final element is the list of contents, which includes a separate, numbered 
paragraph for each work in the manuscript. 

The codicological paragraph begins with the place of origin and date, 
followed by a series of codicological information separated by diamonds ( o ): 
material; size; foliation (endleaves in Roman numerals); existing numeration; 
written space; number of lines; number of columns; framing and ruling system; 
headlines; collation; quire signatures and catchwords; script; number of hands; 
decoration and illustration; marginalia; ownership marks; scribal colophon; 
name of scribe (this entry is included only if the scribe is known); references to 
earlier descriptions of the manuscript; general codicological remarks; and 
secundo folio reference. 

The entries for the foliation and existing numeration require particular 
attention. When the calculation of the foliation does not correspond to the 
existing numeration, the entry in the codicological paragraph states the existing 
numeration with the actual folio numbers in paretheses, e.g. “ii + 259. o 
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Numbered l(FELi)-262(RPD) by 20c hand. Corrected system.” In this 
example the existing numeration begins with 1 on the first endleaf and ends with 
262 on the rear pastedown. The procedure is reversed in the contents 
descriptions: the actual folios on which a work appears are stated with the 
numbers for these folios according to the (most recent) existing numeration are 
in parentheses. Thus, the manuscript in the preceding example contains a work 
on ff. l(3)vb-259(261)a. In the folio references, v indicates verso (otherwise 
recto is assumed) and the other letters refer to columns. 

The entry for collation has the gathering numbered by small Roman 
numerals with superscript Arabic numbers indicating the number of folios in 
each gathering. In the case of a gathering that has missing folios, the 
parenthetical either indicates the total number of folios missing from the 
gathering or explicitly states the position of the missing folios within the 
gathering. Endleaves containing substantial texts are indicated by Arabic 
numerals in brackets at the beginning or end of the collation entry. 

The entry for ownership marks contain all ex libris notices and 
bookplates. The Alcoba^a library stamp (an upright oval containing the 
Alcoba^a coat-of-arms and the legend “Livraria D’Alcoba^a”) and the 
eighteenth-century calligraphic title page, which are found in nearly every 
manuscript from the fundo Alcobaqa, are designated by the terms “library 
stamp” and “title page.” For the Alcobaqa manuscripts, the ownership marks 
entry also includes the modern fundo number (the second number in the 
shelfmark), which usually appears on the front pastedown, preceded by a slash. 
The earlier fundo number (the first number in the shelfmark) usually appears 
on the title page, in Arabic numerals within braces; it is reproduced in the 
ownership marks entry only when it appears apart from the title page. 

After the codicological paragraph, the contents of the front pastedowns 
and endleaves, the body of the manuscript, and the rear endleaves and 
pastedown are listed in separate paragraphs. For each work in the manuscript, 
the first and last folios are indicated according to the system descibed above, 
and the position of the work within the manuscript as a whole is noted in 
parentheses. The entry continues with the author and title of the work; the 
titulus or rubric (Tit); incipit (Inc); explicit (Expl); concludining rubric or 
colophon (Coloph); edition, particularly those that widely available (Ed); other 
copies of the work in the Alcobaqa collection, or references to scholarly lists of 
manuscripts containing the work (Omss); and general comments (Com). 

Incipits are given for all works in the manuscripts. For a work with a 
prologue, [Prol] is written before the incipit of the prologue — or [Prol 1]... [Prol 
2]..., if there are multiple prologues — and [Text] is written before the incipit of 
the main text. For collections of letters or sermons, the incipit is taken from the 
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first work in the collection and the explicit from the last work. Incipits of all the 
letters or sermons in the collection are, however, included in the Index of 
Incipits at the end of the volume. For defective texts, the text as it appears in 
the manuscript is given, preceded by [Inc mut] or followed by [Expl mut]; if a 
mere initial or opening phrase is missing, the original incipit is given with the 
missing passages placed within angle brackets. 

The words of the incipits, explicits, and other citations form the 
manuscripts preserve the orthography of the manuscripts. An editorial 
exclamation (!) is used after scribal errors that require attention, but not after 
common orthographical variants. 
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Notes 

1. The tradition of “homdliaires carolingiens” includes such compilations as the 
Collectiones epistolarum et evangeliorum de tempore et de sanctis of 
Smaragdus and the homiliaries of Hrabanus Maurus and Haymo of Auxerre

arranged according to the liturgical year. The twelfth-century Alcoba^a 
compilations retain the liturgical arrangement but go one step further in the 
direction of florilegia: for each liturgical feast, complete homilies from the 
various Carolingian homiliaries, earlier liturgical homiliaries, and homily or 
sermon collections of individual Patristic authors are simply presented one after 
another, rendering the collections entirely unsuitable for anything other than 
private reading by monks.

15. The scribal colophons that appear in some of the twelfth- and 
thirteenth-century manuscripts characteristically lack any indication of the 
origin or date. They merely indicate the scribe, using formulaic phrases such as 
“Obsecro vos qui hec legeretis ut iohannis peccatoris memineritis” (Cod. Ale. 
412). Such colophons are found in Codices 412, 414, and 429 (Johannis), 333 
(Petrus Amadus), and 415 (Fernandus). One manuscript from the early 
thirteenth-century, however, contains a colophon of this sort that also indicates 
the date and the fact that the scribe was Portuguese: “Obsecro vos qui hunc 
legeritis ut Egidii peccatoris memineritis. Finito libro...sub era MCCLVII (AD 
1219) mense Martii. Egidius presbiter de Leirena scripsit hunc librum” (Cod. 
Ale. 410; Plate #1). The only manuscripts that have explicit references to 
Alcobasa in the scribal colophons or in original ownership marks are Cod. Ale. 
422, which was originally the fourth — now the fifth — volume of the Cistercian 
legendarium (Plate #2), and Codices 451 and 453, the first and last volumes of 
the fifteenth-century Portuguese translation of the Vita Christi (Plate #3). 
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16. Cod. Ale. 307, ff. 414v-426v contains the incomplete Monorchia Lusitana, 
Part 18, written by Rafael de Jesus (1614-1693). This work describes 
contemporary Portuguese history during the reign of Joao IV. Monorchia 
Lusitana, Part 8 (Cod. 302), was written by Manoel dos Santos in the eighteenth 
century but covers a much earlier period of Portuguese history, ending with the 
election of Joao I in 1385.

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APPENDIX 

The Alcoba^a Josephus 

(London, British Library, MSS Add. 22,859-22,861) 

As I noted in the Introduction to the first volume of this series, the 
Alcobaga Library suffered losses in the nineteeth century before the sack and 
suppression in 1834. One major loss, which probably occured in connection 
with the French occupation in 1810, was a three-volume copy of the works of 
Flavius Josephus. These volumes, codices CCCL, CCCLI and CCCLII, are 
described in the Index Codicum.... of 1775, but are not mentioned in the 
Commentariorum of Fortunato de Sao Bonaventura of 1828. Their fate after 
1775 is not certain. Nor is it certain that French soldiers were responsible for 
their disappearance. Although Alcoba^a lodged a regiment of Massena’s army 
for a period, the monastery had other foreign visitors as well. Codex Alcobaga 
CCCLXVIII/321, FELii, contains the signatures of Thomas Edwards and 
Timothy Manya Esq. of, as the latter notes, the “88th Regiment o Connaught 
Rangers from Ireland.” The Connaught Rangers or 88th Foot were one of the 
most famous regiments in Wellington’s Peninsular Army. Perhaps the Josephus 
volumes were “acquired” by a member of that army as Wellington drove 
Massena back from the Lines of Torres Vedras. 

Whatever their fate after 1810, on May 7, 1859, the three manuscripts 
were purchased from Francis P. Geary, Esq. by the British Museum, now the 
British Library, where they were entered among the Additional Manuscripts 
with the shelfmarks 22,859, 22,860 and 22,861. A short description of these 
manuscripts can be found in the Catalogue of Additions to the Manuscripts in the 
British Museum in the Years MDCCCLIV-MDCCCLX, Additional Manuscripts 
19,720-24,026 (London, 1875-Reprinted 1965), p. 747. That description lacks 
many details. A new description is offered below based on microfilm copies 
obtained by the Hill Library from the Photographic Services Unit of the British 
Library. 


According to their 18c Alcoba^a title pages, all three manuscripts were 
written by Damianus d’Olbidos OCist of Alcoba^a. All three are in the same 
script, and there are not enough variations in hand to suggest that more than 
one scribe was involved, whether or not the scribe was Damianus. The 
decorated initials appear to have been executed by three different illuminators. 
The initials in the repetition of Books IX-XI of the Antiquities in the third 
manuscript (MS Add. 22,861, ff. 207a-269b), however, were executed by the 
illuminator who decorated the same books in the first manuscript (MS Add. 
22,859). 
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The texts in these manuscripts come from the Latin translations of 
Josephus attributed variously to Rufinus and the circle of Cassiodorus. There is 
no modern edition of the Latin Jewish Wars. Our manuscripts are among the 
171 noted by Franz Blatt in the Introduction to his edition of Books I-IV of the 
Antiquities (The Latin Josephus, I: Introduction and Text, The Antiquities, Books 
I-IV, Acta Jutlandica, 30.1 [Aarhus and Copenhagen, 1958]). The remainder of 
this work awaits editing. In these three manuscripts, we see perhaps further 
evidence of the textual connection between Clairvaux and Alcobaga. Possible 
exemplars for the Alcoba?a copies can be found in Troyes, BM mss 137 (2 vols.; 
12c, olim Clairvaux, Q. 8 and 9) containing the Antiquities, and 701 (12c, olim 
Clairvaux, Q. 10) containing the Wars and three books of the Antiquities . Our 
three manuscripts contain a similar division of the texts. 

On the medium of microfilm, a copy of the three-volume Alcoba^a 
Josephus has been restored to the microfilm copies of the Alcoba$a 
manuscripts at the Hill Library. Again, I would like to thank Professor Arthur 
Askins of the University of California for calling these manuscripts and their 
current location to my attention.

This appendix presents descriptions of four manuscripts from the 
Museu Nacional de Arte Antiga in Lisbon. The origins of this art museum, 
which is also known as the Museu das Janelas Verdes, may be traced back to 
1834, the year in which the Portuguese monasteries (such as Alcobaga) were 
suppressed. The holdings of the monasteries were transferred to national and 
regional collections: most manuscripts were deposited in libraries, and many 
other works of art, particularly paintings, were acquired by the Academia de 
Belas Artes. By 1884 this collection was deposited in the former palace of the 
Condes de Alvor and named the Museu Nacional de Belas Artes. Upon the 
establishment of the republic in 1911, the name was changed to Museu Nacional 
de Arte Antiga, and in 1940 an annex was built. 

The Museu Nacional de Arte Antiga has thirty manuscripts in its 
collection of iluminuras, and four of these manuscripts have been filmed by the 
Hill Monastic Manuscript Library: Inv. 13 iL, Inv. 14 il., Inv. 22 il., and Inv. 29 il, 
all from the early to mid-sixteenth century. 1 The HMML Project numbers for 
these are Portugal 1001, 1002, 1003, and 1000, respectively, and the order of the 
descriptions in the present catalogue follows the numerical sequence of the 
project numbers (1000-1003), not the order of the museum inventory numbers. 
Inv. 29 il. is a historical miscellany from the Jeronimite monastery of Sao 
Jeronimo do Mato, and the remaining three manuscripts are deluxe devotional 
books: one prayerbook and two Books of Hours, all extensively illuminated or 
illustrated. 

The provenance of the three devotional books is unknown and the 
origin of two of them (Inv. 13 il. and Inv. 22 il.) is questionable. All three reveal 
Flemish or northern French influence in terms of style, decoration, and the lists 
of suffrages, but the Portuguese origin of Inv. 14 il. is nevertheless certain, as 
the computus pages have original text in Portuguese, and one of the miniatures 
is surrounded by a border depicting Portuguese coins. Inv. 13 il. appears to 
have been produced for a Portuguese owner, though it might have been actually 
produced in Flanders, and Inv. 22 il. lacks substantial evidence of a Portuguese 
origin. The presence, for example, of the suffrage for Anthony of Padua in Inv. 
22 il. carries little weight as an indication of Portuguese origin, since this 
Portuguese saint had a universal following. 

The treatment of Anthony of Padua does, however, merit attention in 
Inv. 14 il., the one book whose Portuguese origin is certain. The suffrage for 
Anthony of Padua on ff. 276-277 of this manuscript contains the antiphon, 
psalm verse, and collect that are standard in suffrages for the saint (ant. Si 
quaeris... ps. Cedunt mare... or. Ecclesiam tuam...), and the quadrant miniature 
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and border miniature on f. 276 contains standard iconographic representations 
of the saint: Anthony preaching to the fish and the miracle of the mule before 
the host (Plate #4). 2 Yet the same two iconographic subjects are found in the 
border miniature of f. 293v (Plate #5), together with a quadrant miniature of 
Anthony of Padua with the Christ child on his breast, as illustrations for another 
suffrage, that of Anthony the abbot (ff. 293v-294). 3 The other two books, for 
their part, contain one Anthony suffrage each: Inv. 22 il. has a suffrage for 
Anthony of Padua with a single miniature depicting Anthony and the Christ 
child; 4 Inv. 13 il. has a suffrage for Anthony the abbot, 5 with a 3/4 page 
miniature, a miniature in the initial quadrant, and a border miniature depicting 
the correct iconographic subjects for the earlier saint, and closely following the 
late fifteenth-century Grimani Breviary at the Bibl. Marciana in Venice. 6 

The treatment of the Anthony suffrages in the individual manuscripts is 
indicative of the iconography as a whole in these manuscripts. The miniatures 
in Inv. 22 il. are simpler than those of Inv. 13 il. and Inv. 14 il. in terms of style 
and in terms of iconographic subjects; it has in most instances a single miniature 
with minimal spacial relief, and with borders decorated by large floral images. 
Inv. 13 il. and Inv. 14 il, on the other hand, utilize borders, initials, and 
miniatures, often segmented into zones within a single landscape to allow 
multiple narrative or symbolic scenes for the representation of each suffrage, 
hour, or section. Apparent models for the individual scenes may be found in 
earlier books from various European centers, but through the masterful 
modification of these non-Portuguese models, the miniaturists were able to 
introduce elements that are properly Portuguese, rendering the two books 
national treasures of Portugal. 

29 il.) is not actually illuminated or 
illustrated; it merely has pen-decorated major intials. 

The selection of just four manuscripts is based on the general policy at 
the Hill Monastic Manuscript Library of filming only those manuscripts that 
were written before 1600. Exceptions are made in collections such as the fundo 
Alcobaqa, in which the need to maintain the coherence of the entire collection 
warrants the filming of all available manuscripts, including the small percentage 
of manuscripts written after 1600.
